There  could  not  be  a  finer  choice  for 
the  first  recipient  of  the  inaugural  Arthur 
J.  Goldberg  Memorial  Award  than  Lynn  R. 
Williams,  International  President  of  the 
United  Steelworkers  of  America.  Both 
within  and  outside  the  labor  movement, 
Mr.  Williams  is  highly  respected  as  an 
articulate,  innovative  and  fair-minded 
labor  leader.
